I verbi irregolari, invece, hanno forme diverse, oltre che per il passato, anche per 
il participio passato (v. Unit 27, LW1; Unit 28, LW1; Unit 45, Task 1).

Se confrontiamo gli esempi 1 e 2, notiamo che nella versione italiana viene usato 
in entrambi il passato prossimo mentre, nella versione inglese, è usato il “Present 
Perfect” (v. LW1) nel primo esempio e il “PastTense” (v. Unit 27, LW1) nel secondo. 
L'esempio 1 mostra uno degli usi più comuni del “Present Perfect”: si riferisce, 
cioè, ad un evento che si è verificato nel passato ma in un momento non precisato: 

I have been to York. (Quando? Non lo sappiamo). 

II “Past Tense”, invece, si riferisce semprè ad un momento preciso del passato, 
ad esempio ieri, nel 1980, l'anno scorso, ecc. 

I was there in 1980. (Quando? Nel 1980).
